In a letter to Russian Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev, the 
President also renewed his ap- 
peal that Russia agree to Fast- 
West technical studies on con- 
trol or suspension of nuclear 
tests and general disarmament. 


Eisenhower noted that the 
United States had proposed in 
the United Nations Security 
Council that there be set up an 
international inspection system 
for the Arctic zone. 


“Your support of this propo- 
sal and subsequent cooperation 
would help to achieve a signi- 
fieant first step.” the President 
aaid., 

“It would help reduce ten- 
sions, it would contribute to an 
irtcrease of confidence among 
states, and help to reduce the 
mutual fears of surprise attack.” 


Declaring that the United 
States “is determined that we 
will ultimately reach an agree- 
ment on disarmament,” the Pre- 
sident noted that he had pro- 
posed the technical studies, in 
an April § letter to Khrushchev. 

“You say that we must first 
reach a final political agreement 


before it is worthwhile even 
to imitiate technical studies.” 
Kisenhower said, “but such 


studies would, in fact, facilitate 
the reaching of the final agree- 
ment you state you desire.” 
The President said solution 
of the technical problems neces- 
sarily would take time. He 
btuntiy added that he was “un- 
happy that valuable time is now 
being wasted” by the Kremlin’s 
refusal to agree to such studies. 
The technical studies, 
President said, “would include 
the practical problem of super- 
vision and control which, you 
and I+ agree, are in any event 


indispensable to dependable 
disarmament agreements.” 
They were “necessary preli- 


minaries to putting political de- 
cisions actually into effect,” the 
President said. Completion of 
these in advance of political 


agreement “would obviate a 
considerable period of delay 
and uncertainty.” 

“In other words, with the 
piccticalities already worked 
out, the political agreement 


would begin to operate very 
shortiy after it was signed and 
ratified,” Eisenhower said. 

The U.S. offer on the techni- 
cal studies “still and always 
will remain open,” the Presi- 
dent said. 

The President's 750-word let- 
ter was made public here short- 
lv after it was delivered to the 
Soviet Foreign Office in Mos- 
cow by US. Ambassador Liew- 
ellvn Thompson 

The President's message was 
in reply to one from Khrush- 
chev received last Tuesday. The 
Soviet Premier then rejected 
Fisenhower’s proposal of April 
8 that technical groups be set 
up to study controls for sus- 
pension of nuclear tests and 
general disarmament, 

Khrushchev said it was “im- 
permissible that the solution of 
the disarmament problem itself 
be dragged out indefinitely un- 
der the excuse of studying prob- 
lems of control,” 

Delivery of the President's re- 
ply to the Kremlin was delayed 
until it had been submitted to 
Britain, France and other 
North Atlantic treaty allies, as 
is the U.S. practice. 

Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, chief U.S. representa- 
tive at the U.N., announced the 
Arctic zone inspection proposal 
Saturday, It was proposed that 
such an agreement be reacted 
by the United States, Britain, 
France, Russia, Canada, Nor- 
way and Denmark.

U.K. Tanker

LONDON (AP)—A British oil 
tanker riding at anchor in Balik- 
papan harbor, Borneo, was 
bombed and set on fire Monday 
by a lone aircraft 
belong to Indonesian rebels. 


The captain of the 12,278-ton 
San Flaviano radioed the Lon- 
don owners that his 5O crew- 
men were all rescued and there 
were no casualties. The ship 
had to be abandoned, the cap- 
tain said. . 


The owners, the Eagie Oil 
and Shipping Company, said the 
message from 46-year-old Capt. 
J. B. Bright read: 


“San Fliaviano bombed 0720 
local time 28th at bay anchor- 
age. Ship burning out and 
abandoned. All crew safe with 
no casualties. No documents 
saved.” 

Survivors were picked up by 
the 8,139-ton Shell tanker Daro- 
nia which reported she had auf- 
fered a “near miss” during the 
attack. 


The Daronia radioed she was 


heading for Singapore with the 
rescued seamen. 


The message from the Daro- 
nia did not say who the attack-

Fails in Off-Shore Limit 


GENEVA (AP)—The world 
conference on the law of the 
sea ended early Monday after 
adopting five new treaties on 
international maritime law. 


The final night session of the 
nine-week conference heard a 
warning by Iceland it may 
soon extend its zone of exclu- 
sive off-shore fishing rights by 
unilateral declaration. 


Throughout the conference 
British delegates sald the pro- 
posed 12-mile zone of exclusive 


fishing rights would have 
disastrous consequences for 
Britain by barring British 


trawlers from their traditional 
fishing grounds off the Icelandic 
coast, 


The disagreement dover ex- 
clusive fishing rights was the 
main reason for the failure of 
the conference on its major 
objective—a new universal 
delimitation of territorial wat- 
ers.

Two Luminaries—Peerce and Rostropovich 


By MARCEL GRILLI 


Jan Peerve, the visiting Amer- 
joan tenor, oh Saturday evening 
filied the cavernous reaches of 
the Kama Theater in Shinjuku 
with hia rich resonant voice. In 
his long program (with five err 
cores added for good measure), 
he traversed the various styles 
of singing called for by arias of 
Giuck, Carissimi, Mozart, and 
Handel; through groups cor 

rising German, French, and 

hezlish songs; and an to the 
favorite war horses of [talian 
opera. 

In. this interesting vocal mis- 
cellany, six languages were rep- 
resented—if Neapolitan is con- 
sidered as @ separate category. 
In every case, Mr, Peerce usec 
hie vocal resources to the ut- 
most, but always with scrupul- 
ous artistry and a fine sense of 
textual meaning. The Metrapoli- 
tan Opera singer was fortunate 
in judicious piano accompani- 
menta by Warner Baas, and both 
artiste were rewarded with 
waves of thunderous applause. 


Thie was splendid singing, 
Ivrical and robust, as each parti- 
euler selection demanded. Mr 
Peerce is a singer completely 
uninhibited, with all the virtues 
and few of the faults of the 
breed of ltallan tenors wpon 
whom his style is based. He 
radiates temperament, exuber- 
ance, and enthusiasm in the 
healthy Italian sense of those 
terme—all traits which readily 
sweep a large audience to its 
feet. 

On the other hand, he is too 
good & musician and a stylist 
idue, perhaps, to his close s+ 
sociation with Toscanini) to in- 
dulge In the usual slurs and 
scoops of the Italianate manner. 
There are No glaring idiosyn- 
cracies to mar the fine lyrical 
tone of his vibrant voice. which 
he uses with the proper drame- 
tle intensity and with a declarer 
atory quality that lends aw 
thority to his singing. 

Not all the music on his prog- 
ram dwetled on musical heights. 
The French selections from Pa- 
ladiihe and Fourdrain, for ex- 
ample, offered & revealing con- 
trast to the two Schubert items 
included Im the same group, the 
Englich numbers held no musi- 
cal significance whatever. Their 
inclusion gave the impression 
of a dutiful approech rather 
than any real spontaneous in- 
sieht. The Neapolitan ditty, 
“Mamma mia che vo" sape?”—— 
a hand-me<own from Ceruso’s 
repertory—no less than “La 
Denza” of Rossini and the ubi- 
quitoue “O sole mico”"—well, 
these bubbles are enormousiy 
popular among the Japanese 
and, of course, they brought 
down the house. 

The thrilling aspects of Mr. 
Peerce’s vocalisrm emerged most 
vibrantiy in his operatic selec- 
tions, which Included the finale- 
stena from Donizetti's “Lucia di 
Laramermoor,” the farmous “La- 
ment of Federico” from Clilea’s 
“LAriesiana™ (offered as a pre- 
intermission encore), two arias 
from Verdi's “Rigoletto,” and “FE 
lucevan le stelle” from Puccini's 
“Tosca.” Here Mr. Peerce was 
om solid ground, and he made 
the most of his opportunities 
to biend consummate lvyriciem 
with Interpretative power. 

This tenor’s art is essentially 
one of emotional communication

This 
was the much celebrated Rue 
sian cellist, Mustisiav Rostro 
povich, who on Thursday eve 
ning performed Prokofiev's last 
large-scale work, with the assis- 
tance of the Leningrad Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra under Kart 
Zanderling. 

There is no doubt that Mr, 
Rostropovich’s playing made a 
tremendous impact. He is a 
virtuose of phenomenal dexter: 
ty and of great artistic refine 
ment. But thig listener could 
not suppress many reservations 
concerning the work in hand. 

Prokofiev's Concerto for Cello 
(also called a “Sinfonia Con- 
certaente” and a “Symphony for 
Cello and Orchestra” on other 
occasions) was completed in the 
vear before the composer's death 
in March 1953. Tt was written 
expressiy as a vehicle for Mr 
Rostropovich’s supreme virtuosic 
powers, Dut the composer's 
dectining creative strength, no 
loss han the disagreement 
sbout what to call it, are all 
fully apparent in the work. 

To be sure, there are stil 
some lyrical qualities as well as 
finger-breaking cadengas, all at- 
tuned to Mr. Rostropovich’s 
fabulous technique, to his un- 
falling tvewing and finger 
virtuosity, his perfect intorna: 
tion, end his uncanny security 
over all the resources of his in- 
strument. But the music hardly 
evokes the former Prokofievian 
traits of concise and incisive ex- 
pression of musical ideas. It is 
a rambling. discursive hedge

There is no trace of the lively 
imegination that singled Proko 
fev out from among his lesser 
computriots, and there ie none 
of the former pungency and 
tautness of scoring. 

The work fa at ite best in the 
overlong middie section, if only 
the contents had been more 
judiciously selected and crea- 
tively fused the listener might 
have found some shadow of 
Prokofiev's great spirit.

The opening 
number, the “Hamlet” fantasy- 
overture of Tchaikovsky, hint- 
ed at a spirit of routine, which 
could not be lifted even by 
Brahms's Fourth Symphony. in 
comparison with the sparkle 
and dash of their previous all- 
Russian renditions, this was 
plodding playing. 

Mr. Zanderiing, who manifest- 
ed all the signs of efficiency 
and competency, is a German 
conductor whom the Nazis 
foreed Into exile and who has 
worked with the Leningrad 
Philharmonic since 1941. His 
reading of the Brahms svm- 
phony was energetic; his tempi 
were generally crisp and cor- 
rect throughout, revealing some 
of the music’s tenderness in the 
well-known expressive phrases, 
but the interpretation as a 
whole leaned far more on Ger- 
Man thoroughness than on 
eliciting any anticipated traits 
of Russian ebullience. 

Yet despite all these objec. 
tions the Leningraders even on 
an off-night remain an ensen>- 
ble of formidable musical pow 
ers.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The presidents of the 12 Feder- 
al Heserve Banks cautioned 
Congress Sunday against doing 
“too much too soon” to combat 
the business recession.

The bankers gave their views 
in a survey conducted by the 
Senate Finatice Committee, 
headed by Sen. Harry F. Byra 
(D-Va.). The committee is con- 
ducting a general investigation 
of the nation’s economic health. 

The bankers generally endors- 
ed President Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower’s wWaltand<see attitude 
toward tax reduction and mas- 
sive public works programs to 
stimulate the economy. 

They said consumer spending 
was the key economic indica: 
tor and “quite moderate govern- 
ment” action might be enough 
if spring brought “a normal 
season pickup in such things 
as automobile sales and resl- 
dential building” and if buai- 
ness investment did not shrink 
further. 

“On the other hand,” they 
said, “if it should appear that 
consumer spending is being sub- 
stantially curtailed as a result 
of unemployment and appre- 
hensiveness concerning future 
prospects .., Vigorous steps in 
the form of prompt-acting gov- 
ernmmental measures would be 
indicated.” 

If federal tax reduction 
should become necessary, the 
bankers favored “a substantial 
but temporary reduction broad- 
ly based taxes” as the most ef:

economy,

I was in Taiwan a few weeks 
ago during the suspension of 
trade relations between that 
country and Japan The em. 
bargo was lifted while | was 
there, and I lost a good sale of 
formaldehyde from the U.S. as 
a result, I am giad, veverthe- 
less, to see trade with Japan re 
sumed, and #0 was everyone 
with whom I talked on the Iis- 
land. 

All of the busines§men |! 
know in Taiwan feel that cordi- 
al business reiations with Ja- 
pan are a must for Taiwan's 
prosperity, They are willing to 
risk that trade if necessary for 
what they consider good poli- 
tical reasons, but they would 
hate to lose it. Open account 
trade with Japan amounts to 
about half of Taiwan's tota: 
commercial trade, and Japan is 
the most likely buyer of Tai- 
wan sugar, fruits, etc. 

EKager Importers 

As an example of the import- 
ance of Japan as a supplier, im- 
porters in Taiwan opened 400 
letters of credit to Japan for a 
value of nearly $1,500,000 on 
the day after trade with Japan 
was resumed, The line at the 
Bank of Talwan was a iong 
one. 

Talks on the new trade agree- 
ment between Taiwan and Japan 
also reopened when the trade 
suspension was lifted. Japanese 
negotiators in Taiwan seemed 


| hopeful of a total of $185 million, 


the same as the 1957 agreement, 
but businessmen figured an ac- 
tual $150 million or so as being 
more realistic. At the end of the 
past trade year, Taiwan owed 
Japan about $12 million which 
would seem to mean that Japan 
must buy more rice, sugar and 
so on if total trade is to go up 
very much this year. 


Taiwan has a healthy econo- 
my, based as it is upon self-suf- 
ficiency in food and a mild cll- 
mate which together keep living 
relatively cheap and labor as 
low cost as any in the Far East 
outside of mainiand China and 
India. 


Spinning operators in Tal- 
wan's textile mills, for example, 
average not much more than 
$10 American a month which is 
a good deal below Japanese cost 
and somewhat below Hong- 
kong’s. As nearly as I can judge, 
factory labor even at those low 
wage levels, is just about as 
good as any, depending for effi- 
ciency upon the amount of train- 
ing received and the quality of 
the plant and equipment and or- 
ganization, 


Good Management 

Management in Taiwan can 
be very good, since the island is 
full of transplanted Shanghai 
businessmen who are among the 
world’s best. In contrast to 
some of the other newly inde- 
pendent areas, the local Taiwan 
Chinese also have taken hold 
and run a pretty big share of 
business, managing to compete 
on equal terms. In contrast also 
to the widespread stories of fric- 
tion between Taiwan Chinese 
and mainiand Chinese, I find my 
customers pretty well mixed 
and getting along together with 
no visible friction at all. I find 
too that Taiwan business man- 
agement is notably enterprising 
and less bound by tradition than 
that of any other Oriental coun- 
try I know. 

Like Korea, Taiwan is main- 
taining a military force far be- 
yond the island economy's capa- 
city. As in Korea, most of the 
direct cost for weapons, equip- 
ment, fuel, etc. is met by the 
U.S. assistance programs. The 
remaining burden is a heavy 
one, however, for an island of 
only about nine million people, 
and the consequent high taxes, 
high import duties and high 
cost of money handicap bus)- 
ness and economic development. 

Agricultural Potential 


The Taiwan economy nhever- 
theless has made much visible 
progress, more perhaps than 
any other area in the Far East 
outside Japan. Taiwan fortu- 
nately is not without resources. 
In addition to an agricultural 
potential which could probably 
feed two or three times its 
present population, Taiwan has 
a large scale commercial agri- 
culture in sugar, pineapples and 
tea. 


Taiwan has coal in fai 
quality and volume, some petr> 
leum, adequate electric power 
with a large hydroelectric 
potential, and a spinkling of 
miscellaneous metals and miner- 
als, plus an alcohols and 
solvents industry based on locai 
Sugar and molasses, and 2 
pulp industry based on bagasse. 


‘The island is at present bust- 
ing out all over with mianu- 
facturing, some on a fairly 
large and integrated = scale 
Surprisingly enough, in the Far 
East, Taiwan ranks only after 
Japan and India in a goo 
many Industrial fields including 
cement, rayon, plastics produc- 
tion, caustic soda and paper 
among others. Taiwan has the 
only. rayon mill, the. only 
aluminium producer, the ony 


in the Far East outside Japan 
and India, and one of the few 
shipyards for large vessels. 
Taiwan's electric power genera. 
tion is the second largest in the 
Orient. 


Exchange Difficulties 


Taiwan could be a formidable 
small volume competitor in th»?

The official rate of exchange 
is about 25 new Taiwan dor 
lars to one U.S. dollar, This 
rate has hitherto applied to so 
called users importa amounting 
to about $1 million per monto 
in volume. Traders’ quotes 
running to two or three times 
that volume have carried an 
exchange rate of about 33 to q 
and special quotas to the 
Kuomintang, overseas Chinese 
remittance, etc,, have coat the 
final importer up to 50 or 40 
to 1. The whole thing has 
been pretty monstrous, 

The import complexity and 
costs have been matched and 
compounded by the official ex- 
change rate of about 25 to 1 ap- 
plied to exports. Thus, while 
the spinner and weaver of say 
aynthetic fibers, might well have 
been able to compete in effi- 
ciency with any mill anywhere 
in the world, he could not ex- 
port at a profit because he paid 
a high premium rate for his im- 
ported raw materials and got 
the low official rate for his ex- 
ports. He lost up to 50 per 
cent or so, on the double ex- 
change, which is too much for 
even an ex-Shanghai business- 
man to cope with. 

The Taiwan businessmen have 
howled lustily at the system for 
the past few years, and the gov- 
ernment as a consequence two 
weeks ago introduced a wholly 
new method of exchange. 

Under it the Government will 
continue to export so-called class 
A commodities ie. sugar, rice 
and salt particularly, and reim- 
burse itself at the 25 to 1 rate. 
Class A imports-machinery, fer- 
tilizer, oll, wheat, cotton and 
soybeans—also will come in at’ 
25 to 1. For all other exports, 
the exporter will get 25 to 1 plus 
a full value foreign exchange 
certificate comparable to the 
Japanese retention fund certifi- 
cates. 


The present complex import 
quota system is abolished and 
all imports except the class A 
materials noted will be paid for 
at 25 to 1 plus a foreign ex- 
change certificate. The premium 
paid to the exporter for his cer- 
tificate, therefore, becomes more 
or less the premium cost to the 
importer and in effect the sys- 
tem becomes one of a single for- 
eign exchange rate. 


If all goes well, the new for. 
eign exchange mechanics sho 
allow for profitable export f 
Taiwan. The big m 
wrench which could be pla 
the works is that of what 
Government does with the 
eign exchange from its ow 
ports. If it stays out of 
special quota business, things 
should go well, If it issues a 
lot of special quotas outside the 
above system and let them be 
bid up in price, the whole thing 
will revert to something like the 
earlier costly mess. 


Export Boom Possible 


The above may constitute a 
big if, but on the assumption 
that commercial imports and 
exports are allowed to proceed | 
on a single exchange rate basis, 
Taiwan's export should begin to 
boom in manufactured items, It 
is my guess that Taiwan could 
compete even or better with 
Japan or Hongkong in ordinary 
spun yarns and textiles, in 
many plastics, in some chemi- 
cals and in a whole line of smal! 
manufactures. 


International politics over- 
shadow everything in Taiwan, 
but it does not seem to me that 
there is much risk of the Com- 
munists attempting to conquer 
Taiwan and even less that they 
could do it. 


Unfortunately it does not 
seem likely that the Free Chi- 
nese Government in Taiwan can 
get back to the mainland either, 
short of a world war or a big 
blow up in Red China. I am 
one of those who consider the 
latter to be not impossible, but 
at any rate with or without re- 
conquest of the mainland, Tai- 
wan itself should have a good 
and prosperous future. 


Ready liarket for Japan 


Meanwhile Taiwan remains 
one of Japan's major export 
markets, a ready buyer for Japa- 
nese machinery and equipment 
of every type, for fertilizers, 
chemicals, rolling stock, vehicles 
and many many other items. 

As Taiwan prospers and deve- 
lops, trade with Japan will 
grow. Japanese businessmen 
find a ready welcome in Taiwan. 
a fact which [ am sure that 
most businessmen in Japan will 
agree does not prevail every- 
where. 


By itself, Taiwan, of course, 
cannot fully replace the prewar 
position of mainland China in 
trade With Japan. It is likely, 
however, that Talwan’s trade 
can be as profitable as anything 
that can be developed by Japan 
with present Red China.

A COMPARATIVE STUDY OF 
BUDDHISM AND CHRISTIANITY 
by Fumio Masutani. Published by 
CTIIB Press, Cultural Interchange 
Institute for Buddhists, 1, 3-chome

A most needed book has 
been written by a most qualli- 
fied person. I say this because 
Prof. Masutani was born in a 
familly of Buddhists, studied at 
Tokyo University under Prof. 
Anesaki who was then the 
highest authority on the com- 
parative study of Buddhism 
and Christianity, and translated 
Prof. Carpenter’s famous book 
“Christianity and Buddhism” 
after graduation 30 years ago. 

When anyone having no re- 
ligious faith tries to study re- 
ligion, after all he will be un- 
able to grasp anything but the 
external phenomena. It will 
be like a blind man evaluating 
a painting or a deaf man dis- 
cussing music. 

The author of this book, 
however, not only devolutly be- 
lieves in and studies Buddhism 
but also harbors the zeal for 
propagating the Buddhist teach- 
ing, yet he handles in this 
book, as stated in his preface, 
the two religions in a scholarly, 
objective and fair manner, The 
book is a fresh and comprehen- 
sive treatise on religion written 
by a modern thinker rarely 
found in Buddhist circles. 

The author starts to compare, 
first of all, the different interpre- 
tations of Buddhism and Chris- 
tianity concerning the nature of 
man, next gives a comparison 
of nirvana in Buddhism and sal- 
vation in Christianity in regard 
to happiness. Regarding faith, 
he explains the differences be- 
tween the two religions, but, at 
the same time, he cites the Pure- 
Land sect as being representa- 
tive or a terminus in Buddhism. 
The Christians will ungrudging- 
ly agree but objections can be 
expected from the Buddhists, 
particularly the esoteric Shingon 
sect, the meditative Zen sect 
and the dogmatic Tendail sect 
(including the Nichiren sect). 
Finally, the author discusses re- 
ligious conduct and morality, 
and compares Buddhist mercy 
to Christian leve. 

One is struck by the ease with 
which the author takes perti- 
nent quotations from the huge 
mass of Buddhist sutras, but 
even more amazing is the depth 
of his understanding of Chris- 
tianity evidenced by no less per- 
tinent quotations from the Bible. 

I studied under Prof. Anesaki 
at about the same time as Prof. 
Masutani, Points common to 
both of us are not few in num- 
ber, but the fundamental dif- 
ference is that I am a believer 
in Christianity while he is a be- 
liever in Buddhism. After read- 
ing the book I reflected upon 
how, if I as a Christian believer 
were to write a comparative 
study of the two religions, I 
would treat the subject. I 
would probably have started 
with a contrast of Buddhism as 
pantheism with Christianity as 
monotheism, then I would have 
pointed out that authors of 
many Buddhist sutras are not 
clearly known while it is clear 
who wrote a number of docu- 
ments contained in the Bible, 
and that Amida Buddha, the 
object of worship in the Pure- 
Land faith, is not a historical 
personality. It is possible that 
these matters do not constitute 
important subjects to Prof. Ma- 
sutani—Antei Hiyane (Profes- 
sor of Christianity) Aoyama 
Gakuin University.

Russians Lead World 
In Shipbuilding Drive

PARIS (INS) — The Russian 
Navy is an important power 
factor in the world for the first 
time since the Japanese wiped 
out the Cvar’s fleet in Tsushima 
Straits 53 years ago. 

It has become a power factor 
by the most determined naval 


shipbuilding program of any 
country in the world. 


In 1955 the Red Navy had 225 
submarines In operation, To 
day it has 500. By 1960 it will 
have at least 650, according ta 
the best NATO and Western 
Naval intelligence calculations. 


The submarines have receiv- 
ed more attention. from the 
West than the other arms of 
the Soviet fleet, largely because 
the submarine threat to the sea 
lanes that connect the Western 
allies is the most immediate 
naval danger to the Free World. 


But the Soviets have been 
eonstructing other naval Weap- 
ons at a rapid pace. Compara- 
tive figures tell the story. In 
1955 the Soviets had eight cruis- 
ers. In 1960 they will have 
about 30, all modern, all fast, 
all useful for nuclear warfare. 

In 1955 the Soviets had 3 
destroyers. In 1960 they will 
have about 150. 


The NATO listing of Soviet 
warships in 1955 mentions only 
submarines, destroyers and 
cruisers. But the NATO fore- 
cast for the Soviet fleet of 1960 
also includes 500 motor torpedo 
boats, 1,000 minesweepers, 500 
escort vessels and a larger num- 
ber of patrol craft, auxiliaries 
and landing craft. 


The mention of landing craft 
raises significant questions. 
Landing craft are used only in 
amphibious warfare. Why do 
the Soviets need them? Where 
are they going to land? 


Furthermore, the Soviets have 
no aircraft carriers, as far as 
NATO can determine. 

In longtange amphibious 
strikes, such as the Americans 
hurled against the Japanese in 
the Pacific, carrier-based air 
arm always has been essential 
for close support. 

Are the Russians thinking 
only in terms of short hops that 
can be covered by land-based 
aircraft? Or, more ominously, 
are they satisfied that rocket- 
firing submarines can take over 
the support job that carrier- 
based air arm once did to help 
sea-borne infantrymen land on 
enemy beaches? 

The Americans, forced to 
pian for amphibious movements 


to help Allies an ocean away, 
still are thinking in terms of 
support from carrier-based air- 
craft. 

Some of the 500 Soviet subh- 
marines are big, 2,100 ton ocean- 
going ships capable of raiding 
either coast of the United 
States, 

Others are small, 750-ton subs 
designed to sail the canals and 
rivers of Russia itself so that 
they can strengthen the various 
fleets of the Soviet Navy. 

One of these submarines, for 
instance, can go from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea in eight weeks 
b-- way of interior rivers and 
canals. It can go from ‘he 
White Sea to the Baltic in three 
weeks, or can travel the olga, 
the Don-Volga Canal and the 
Don River from the Caspian to 
the Black Sea in two weeks, 

These interior waterways 
give the Soviet navy some com- 
pensation for the lack of mobi- 
lity dictated by the necessity 
of maintaining four separate 
fleets—the Northern, the Baltic, 


the Black Sea and the Far 
Fastern. 
But in addition to the sub- 


marines the Soviets are develop- 
ing a surface strength that is 
increasingly important. 

In 1955 the cruiser Sverdlov 
was the queen of the Soviet 
Navy, weighing 16,000 tons and 
equipped with the most modern 
naval armaments, American 
naval authorities rate the Sverdc- 
loy more modern than the 
cruiser the US. Sixth Fleet 
has in the Mediterranean. 

The Soviets ordered 19 more 
of the Sverdiov type built in the 
three-year period ending next 
January. 


Also in 1955 the Soviets had 
five Ordzhonikidze class cruis- 
ers of 14,000 tons each. An 
undetermined number of this 
type is under construction,

Hotspots for Britain

LONDON (AP)-—Worried Brit- 
ain faces big new troubles in 
three Middle Eastern bastion- 
colonies where campaigns to 
desert the empire are mounting. 


The hotspots are Malta, 
Cyprus and Aden. 


Each is a colony. All serve 
vital strategic purposes and 
form key links in the chain of 
Imperial communications that 
girdles the globe. 

In Malta Labor Premier Dom 
Mintoff has resigned in a money 
quarre! with Britain and 
threatens to stir up demands 
among the 320,000 for indepen- 
dence. Tension has continued 
high as the British seek to set 
up an alternative government. 
The Macmillan Government here 
may speed military reinforce- 
ments to Malta soon unless calm 
is restored. 

In Cyprus, underground gun- 
men campaigning for union- 
with-Greece have threatened a 
big, new offensive unless the 
British move quickly to settle 
the disputed future of the is- 
land. Nearly four-fifths of the 
500,000 Cypriots are Greek- 
speaking and favor union with 
Greece. The rest are Turkish- 
speaking and Turkey is backing 
their claims for partitioning the 
island between the two groups. 
Britain thus far has refused,

tremity of the Arabian land 
mass British troops are deploy- 
ing in a hunt for Arab leaders 
who want to lower the Union 
Jack for the flag of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s United 
Arab Republic. 


Egyptian newspapers over the 
weekend asserted a “revolution 
against imperialism has started 
in Aden and south of the Arabi- 
an Peninsula.” 

Thus the union of Egypt and 
Syria appear to be mobilizing at 
least propaganda support for 
the ciaims of their junior 
partner, Yemen, to take over 
big tracts of the neighboring 
Aden Protectorate. 


Malta is now the Royal 
Navy's main base in the Medl- 
terranean. 


Cyprus is the headquarters of 
Britain’s air power in the Mid- 
die East. 


And Aden jis the main for- 
ward base for forces that stand 
guard over the country’s huge 
oll investments in the Persian 
Gui region. 


Britain certainly would fight 
to keep at least a foothold in 
these three territories.
